Dear Mr Davis: 

This letter will confirm that we have found a deed which grants title to Georgia-
Pacific for the Willow Boulevard Landfill Parcel. The relevant chain of title can be 
summarized as follows: 

1. On January 23, 1930, recorded at Liber 271, Page 548, Kalamazoo County 
Records, Kalamazoo Paper Company deeded a peninsula in the Kalamazoo River (what 
has become the Willow Boulevard Landfill Parcel) to the State Highway Commissioner 
of the State of Michigan. This possibly was done so that the State of Michigan would 
have confrol of the parcel while it was constructing King Highway (M-96) and while the 
Kalamazoo River was being rechannelled. 

2. On December 19, 1955, the State Highway Conrmiissioner of the State of 
Michigan conveyed the same parcel back to Kalamazoo Paper Company, recorded at 
Liber 706, Page 559, Kalamazoo County Records. Attached is a map from Pat McGuire 
which supports this legal description. 

3. On November 19, 1987, Kalamazoo Paper Company was merged into 
Georgia-Pacific Corporation, a copy of which was recorded in real estate records, at 
Liber 1377, Page 0810, Kalamazoo County Records. 
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4. The ownership of the real estate by Georgia-Pacific Corporation was 
confirmed by an Affidavit recorded August 11, 1988, at Liber 1377, Page 0806, which 
includes the Willow Boulevard Landfill Parcel as Parcel C. 

This letter does not constitute a title opinion, but is a summary of those deeds 
which we have reviewed as provided to us by various title companies in Kalamazoo 
County. If you would like a policy of title insurance on this parcel, please let us know.
